I  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937 
on  the  health  of  your  District.  This  report  has  been  drawn  up 
in  accordance  with  Circular  1650. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  be  satisfactory 
and  the  birth  rate  shows  an  increase  over  1936.  Consideration 
was  given  during  the  year  to  the  provision  of  houses  necessary 
to  abate  overcrowding  in  the  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all 
overcrowded  families  will  be  re-housed  in  houses  provided  by 
the  Council  by  the  end  of  1938. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Committees,  all  Officials,  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  disappointing  increase 
over  last  year,  actually  five  more  deaths  of  children  under  12 
months  occurred  during  the  year  and  as  the  figures  show,  this 
increase  is  due  almost  entirely  to  Neo-Natal  Mortality.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


General. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  clinics  serving  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district  and  details  of  the  work  carried  out 
at  your  Infant  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  clinics. 

The  child  welfare  clinics  are  consultative  in  character  and 
advice  is  given  on  the  feeding  and  rearing  of  children.  As  soon 
as  possible  after  the  tenth  day  from  the  birth  of  the  child  the 
Health  Visitor  visits  the  mother,  advises  her  re  feeding,  etc.,  and 
invites  her  to  the  clinic.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  infants 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age  under  observation  as  in  this 
way  abnormalities  can  be  detected  and  steps  taken  to  make  the 
necessary  treatment  available.  All  children  requiring  medical 
attention  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors  except  in  the  case 
of  very  minor  ailments  for  which  normally  the  mother  would 
not  take  the  child  to  a  doctor. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  attendances  at  the  Welfare 
Centres  have  increased  very  markedly.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
note  that  this  health  service  is  being  used  to  its  fullest  extent. 
The  average  attendance  at  the  Warsop  Clinic  throughout  the 
year  was  89  and  practically  every  child  born  in  the  village  attends 
the  clinic  (the  actual  figure  is  90%).  These  must  be  almost  record 
figures  for  a  district  the  size  of  Warsop. 


CLINICS  AMD  WELFARE  CENTRES  SERVING  THE  DISTRICT. 
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ATTENDANCES  AT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  many  mothers  from  Warsop  Vale  and  Welbeck  Colliery  Village  attend 
the  Warsop  Centre,  but  the  Clinic  in  these  places  serves  a  useful  purpose. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  attendances  at  the  clinic  continue  to  increase.  The 
actua]  number  of  women  who  attended  the  clinic  was  130,  and  the 
percentage  of  mothers  who  gave  birth  to  children  during  the  year 
and  also  attended  the  ante-natal  centre  was  73.73%.

The  midwives  in  the  district  attend  the  clinic  whenever  possible 
with  their  cases. 

The  local  practitioners  have  been  invited  to  make  use  of  the 
ante-natal  clinic  for  examining  their  own  cases  any  Thursday 
morning. 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  1622,  it  was  recommended 
that  a  consultant  be  appointed  for  ante-natal  cases  referred  from 
the  ante-natal  clinic.  Mr.  H.  J.  Malkin  has  agreed  to  act  as 
consultant  and  will  see  cases  referred  by  me  at  a  clinic  at  Mansfield 
Hospital. 


Post  Natal  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  at  the  close  of  the  ante-natal  clinic.  During 
the  year  16  cases  were  examined.

The  clinic  has  proved  very  successful  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  mothers.  It  was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  number 
of  clinics  from  11  to  14  per  year,  and  the  Committee  in  December, 
1937,  agreed  to  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dentures  with  help 
in  necessitous  cases. 

This  scheme  comes  into  operation  in  April,  1938. 

The  scale  used  to  determine  what  help,  if  any,  is  given  to 
applicants  for  the  provision  of  dentures  is  appended.

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Supply  of  Milk  and  Food  to  Necessitous  Cases. 

A  sum  of  £ 17  6s.  Od.  was  expended  during  the  year  on  the 
supply  of  milk  and  foods  on  medical  grounds  to  necessitous  cases. 
The  supplies  were  issued  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  an  assistance  form  was  completed  in  each  case 
showing  income,  expenditure,  etc. 

All  mothers  attending  the  centre,  can  purchase  dried  milk, 
infants’  foods,  emulsion,  etc.,  at  cost  price. 


Complicated  Maternity  Schemes. 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  1622  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare 
Committee.  That  report,  which  was  adopted,  recommended  that — 

“  As  the  provision  of  beds  for  ante-natal  cases,  complicated 
maternity  cases  and  puerperal  cases  is  inadequate,  the  only 
readily  available  beds  being  in  Mansfield  Hospital,  and  this 
hospital  serves  a  very  wide  area,  a  conference  of  local  authorities 
be  held  to  discuss  the  question.” 

So  far  this  has  not  materialised.  In  the  meantime  further 
provision  for  complicated  maternity  cases  has  been  made  at  Peel 
Street  Hospital,  Nottingham,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  County 
Council  may  be  able  to  help  to  solve  the  problem. 

During  the  year  5  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Mansfield  Hospital 
for  treatment  there.  In  all  cases,  all  or  part  of  the  cost  is  recovered 
from  the  patients  after  an  enquiry  into  their  financial  circumstances. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

3  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or  pyrexia  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Suitable  treatment  facilities  were  provided  in  each  case. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

The  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  is  undertaken  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  1937  there  was  1  maternal  death. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

All  cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Mansfield  Hospital. 

During  the  year  125  attendances  were  made  at  a  cost  of 

£15  12s.  6d. 

In  addition,  help  was  given  in  2  cases  towards  the  cost  of 
splints,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  £1  9s.  lid. 


Notification  of  Births  Act,  1915. 

183  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  the  corrected 
number  being  192. 

194  were  notified,  181  by  doctors  and  17  by  midwives. 
There  was  no  failure  to  notify.  4  stillbirths  were  notified. 


Midwifery  Service. 

As  a  result  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  district  is  now 
served  by  County  Midwives.  There  are  two  full-time  County 
Midwives  and  in  addition,  both  District  Nurses  are  practising 
midwives.  This  gives  the  equivalent  of  three  full-time  midwives 
to  the  district.

(b)  Welbeck  Colliery  Village  Supply. 

This  is  a  private  supply  and  serves  the  colliery  and  the  colliery 
village.  The  source  of  supply  is  from  the  bunter  beds  in  the 
area.  The  water  has  some  hardness  removed  before  reaching 
the  houses. 

Samples  have  been  satisfactory  with  regard  to  quantity, 
quality,  etc. 

(c)  Well  Water  Supplies. 

So  far  nothing  has  been  done  to  provide  a  satisfactory  water 
supply  to  the  houses  in  the  Sookholme  area  where  the  well  water 
was  found  to  be  unsafe.  The  owners  have  given  this  matter  their 
consideration  and  it  is  hoped  a  piped  supply  will  be  provided. 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  1684  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  full  report  was  submitted  in  March  of  this  year  to  the 
appropriate  Committees  on  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
various  water  supplies  in  the  district. 


(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  during 
1937. 

As  I  have  reported  in  previous  Annual  Reports  the  question 
of  sewering  the  Forest  Road  area  is  still  being  considered  by  the 
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Committee.  The  Surveyor  has  prepared  plans,  etc.,  of  the  work 
necessary  to  sewer  this  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  very  important 
addition  to  the  health  services  of  the  area  will  eventually  be 
accomplished. 

During  the  year  colliery  subsidence  affected  the  main  sewer 
running  from  Warsop  Church  to  the  Sewage  Works.  The  levels 
have  been  kept  under  constant  observation,  steps  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  any  nuisance  arising,  and  though  some  anxiety  has 
been  caused,  it  is  hoped  that  the  subsidence  will  pass  off  beyond 
the  Sewage  Works  without  causing  serious  damage.  The  Surveyor 
has  submitted  certain  proposals,  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  Council,  to  deal  with  the  situation  as  it  affects  the  Sewage 
Works,  and  to  prevent  river  pollution. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Samples  of  the  final  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  are 
taken  periodically  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the  results  have 
been  satisfactory.  The  effluent  discharges  into  the  River  Meden 
which  flows  through  the  district.

In  December,  1937,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that  of 
312  pail  closets  and  18  privy  middens  in  the  District,  268  pail 
closets  and  4  privy  middens  had  a  sufficient  water  supply  and 
sewer  available. 

Of  the  272  cases  where  action  for  conversion  could  be  taken, 
it  was  recommended  that  31  scattered  individual  premises  be 
dealt  with  first,  and  that  the  remaining  241  cases  be  converted 
in  a  continuous  programme,  the  period  to  be  covered  being  left 
for  further  consideration.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT.

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  tenth  Annual 

Report. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  continues  to  expand, 
due  to  additional  legislation  and  Regulations  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  routine  work  of  the  department 
has  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  the  high  standard 
of  efficiency  has  been  commented  upon  by  outside  authorities  on 
more  than  one  occasion. 

Some  idea  of  the  multifarious  activities  of  the  department 
may  be  gained  by  perusal  of  the  tabulated  work  contained  in  the 
report,  but  this  does  not  adequately  express  the  amount  of  work 
entailed. 

Food  inspection,  milk  sampling,  etc.,  have  necessitated  many 
early  morning,  evening  and  Sunday  visits. 

May  I  again  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk,  and  other  Officials  of  the  Council, 
my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year 
and  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  support  during  the  year.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

In  presenting  my  seventh  detailed  report  on  Public  Cleansing, 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  the  continued  co-operation 
of  the  staff.  The  provision  of  2  suits  of  overalls  annually  has 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  men. 

The  Bantam  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle,  purchased  in  July, 
1937,  has  fully  justified  expectations.  It  carries  an  average  of 
2  tons  10  cwts.  per  load,  and  the  petrol  consumption  over  the 
past  six  months  averages  10.7  miles  per  gallon.  The  Morris  carries 
an  average  of  1  ton  10  cwts.  per  load,  and  the  petrol  consumption 
is  9.18  miles  per  gallon.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Bantam  is  carrying 
a  50%  bigger  load  and  is  doing  more  miles  to  the  gallon.  Taking 
into  consideration  also  the  time  saved,  the  little  extra  cost  in 
purchasing  the  Bantam  has  been  saved  already. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  scavenged  weekly  with  the  exception 
of  5  farms  and  10  farm  cottages  in  Sookholme.  These  farms  and 
cottages  are  very  scattered  covering  an  area  of  991  acres,  and 
are  scavenged  every  fourteen  days. 

The  staff,  and  wages  paid  per  week,  are  as  follows  : — 

1  Foreman  at  £3  10s.  Od.  per  week. 

2  Drivers  at  £3  5s.  Od.  per  week. 

2  Fillers  at  £2  10s.  Od.  per  week. 

1  Tip  Attendant  at  £2  10s.  Od.  per  week. 

The  foreman  works  with  the  men  and  the  drivers  assist  with 
carrying  out  and  filling. 

Any  position  can  be  duplicated  at  a  moment’s  notice  ;  one 
of  the  fillers  has  been  trained  as  tip  attendant  and  is  also  a  qualified 
motor  driver  ;  thus,  if  any  man  is  off,  it  is  only  necessary  to  change 
over  and  engage  a  temporary  labourer. 
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Refuse  Disposal. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip. 

The  site  comprises  5a.  Ir.  30p.  of  the  excavated  portion  of 
a  sand  quarry.  The  Authority  desired  to  purchase  the  site  but 
their  representations  having  been  unsuccessful,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  present  area  (extended  from  3|  acres  in  October, 
1936),  to  be  leased  to  the  Council  until  25th  December,  1945,  at 
the  nominal  rental  of  £1  per  annum. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  Staff  of  the  Cleansing  Department  for  the  way  in  which  the 
work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  Upon  these  men 
depends  the  high  efficiency  which,  to  my  mind,  cannot  be  excelled 
by  any  other  authority.

Before  removal  to  a  Council 
house,  the  furniture,  etc.  of  the  tenant  is  disinfected,  and  if  necessary 
sprayed  with  a  vermicide.  The  bedding  is  steam  disinfected.

The  occupiers  always 
endeavour  to  prevent  a  nuisance  arising,  and  there  have  been 
no  complaints  during  the  year. 

Schools. 

There  are  six  Elementary  Schools  in  your  area,  one  of  them 
being  a  temporary  wooden  structure. 

The  water  to  all  schools  is  from  the  town  supply  and  is  satis¬ 
factory. 

In  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  the  Head  Master 
is  informed  of  all  cases,  the  contacts,  and  the  periods  of  exclusion. 
During  any  epidemic  period  contact  is  also  kept  with  the  School 
Attendance  Officer.

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  33  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible, 
compliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These  in¬ 
spections  necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of  6-30 
and  8-30  a.m.,  while  the  milking  is  in  progress.  Infringements  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  have  been  dealt  with  informally 
and  statutory  action  has  not  been  found  necessary. 
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Frequent  testing  on  the  farms  by  means  of  the  “  One  Minute 
Tester/'  is  also  carried  out  in  addition  to  the  bacteriological 
sampling.  The  Minute  Test  is  a  very  convincing  means  of  proving 
to  the  milker  that  dirt  is  present.  The  test  is  carried  out  ex¬ 
peditiously  in  the  presence  of  the  person  who  has  done  the  milking. 
One  pint  of  milk  is  forced  under  pressure  through  a  very  fine 
cotton  pad,  leaving  behind  all  extraneous  matter.  This  is  shown 
to  the  milker  and  advice  given  as  to  the  exclusion  of  dirt.  Surprise 
tests  are  made  at  varying  intervals  and  records  kept. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  two 
being  registered  and  three  licensed.  All  animals  slaughtered 
therein  are  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughtering  or  shortly  after. 
No  carcase  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been 
inspected.  During  the  year  612  visits  have  been  made  to  inspect 
meat  and  to  enforce  the  Byelaws  relating  to  such  premises.  This 
has  necessitated  many  hours  of  night  and  Sunday  work,  especially 
during  the  summer  months  when  Sunday  and  night  killing  regularly 
take  place  ;  this  means  that  the  inspections  have  to  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  5-0  p.m.  and  9-0  p.m.,  or  before  7-0  a.m. 
the  following  morning. 

Shops,  Stores,  Bakehouses,  and  places  where  foods,  including 
ice  cream,  are  stored  or  manufactured,  have  been  visited  on 
numerous  occasions  (see  under  heading  of  inspections  made).

Slaughtering  on  Unlicensed  Premises. 

22  notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption  ; 
in  every  instance  these  were  inspected  before  being  sold.  Generally, 
these  pigs  were  found  to  be  remarkably  healthy,  although  as 
previously  reported,  the  conditions  under  which  the  carcases  are 
stored  prior  to  sale,  and  the  method  of  delivery  to  the  consumer, 
in  many  instances  are  not  conducive  to  health. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
a  decrease  of  31  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  a  decrease  of  29  on  the 
figure  of  1935. 


Market  Stalls,  Etc. 

The  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which 
meat  is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 


Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  once  again  that  the  butchers 
have  generally  continued  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
above  Regulations.  Contraventions  were  : — 

Failure  to  notify  slaughter  1

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  all  slaughter-men  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  use 
the  Cash  Captive  Bolt.  This  is  a  very  efficient  instrument,  is 
perfectly  safe  to  use  and  gives  very  little  trouble.  I  make  a 
practice  of  testing  these  instruments  periodically  to  see  they  are 
in  good  working  order. 


Fish  Mongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

63  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  The  businesses 
are  conducted  in  such  a  manner  that  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  6  Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  These  are  kept 
under  observation,  25  visits  having  been  made.  One  informal 
notice  was  served  to  carry  out  limewashing  and  the  general  clean¬ 
liness  has  been  of  a  high  standard.

During  the  year  40  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
by  medical  practitioners  compared  with  42  cases  in  1936. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  occurrence  and  age  dis¬ 
tribution  of  infectious  diseases. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  Tests. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1917. 

School  closure  was  not  advised  in  any  cases  during  the  year. 

Cases  which  require  hospital  treatment  continue  to  be  sent 
to  North  Derbyshire,  Mansfield,  Worksop,  or  Sheffield  Isolation 
Hospitals.  I  am  indebted  to  the  superintendents  of  these  various 
hospitals  for  admitting  the  cases. 

Progress  is  very  slow  with  the  provision  of  a  Joint  Hospital 
to  serve  the  south  of  the  County. 

Your  Health  Department  co-operates  with  the  head  teachers 
of  the  various  schools  and  all  contacts  and  suspected  cases  are 
seen  at  the  clinic. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  8  cases  occurred  compared  with  22  in  1936. 
Five  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Wherever  possible  cases  are  isolated  at  home.  There  were 
no  deaths. 


Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  One  case  was  removed 
to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred.
